Tt is on 
this argument that I get and keep 
most of my customers, and I have 
never at all done any soliciting.

state. For convenience and 
beauty of liKsation it is not 
surpassed by any other State insti- 
tution. 

THE BUILDINCS AND GROUNDS 

which now form the home of this 
I are those recently Ixdonging 
• Stitte Industrial schrxjl, for- 
merly the territorial Reform school. 
There are two large buildings sur- 
n)unded by fifty-seven acres of flne 
land with water-right. In from of 
the buildings the grounds are beau- 
fully laid out in a Uwn, drives, 
walks and flower-be<l», the whole 
forming an attractive view. The 
txiil'lings havn been remodeled ex- 
tensively in the interior arrange- 
ment to meet* the demands of the 
scho >1. The front building is so ar- 
ranged as to be used on the first 
flo<^»r for the schis^lrooms and offices, 
on the Seconal flot>r for the flormi- 
tories, and on the third floor for 
dormitories and the girls' sewing 
rooniH. The basement has the 
stormy-weather playrooms, the 
general clos<'t8 and boys' reading 
room. Thiw building is divided,

entrance. In the east wing the two 
upper floors are devotes to the use

On tt, nd and third 
floors, between the two wings are 
large airy rrxMns for library, music

mitories, or sleeping- rooms for the 
tK>y.« are divided sfi that the small 
b'»y» occupy one room, boys from 
alK)Ut9t.ol4 another, and the older 
boys a thi«l room, and the girls' 
dormi' "id the same 
way. ire all large, 
wi -'i and airy, and so ar- 
rni;^ - lat all on ea<!h side can be 
o(>ened and visited by the night 
keepers within a few feet of the 
keeper's room.

Here is published the Dfaerei 
Kcujlf, the paper edited and fub- 
lishftd by the pupils.

One department, which requires 
care, patience, skill and especial 
jMiaptability, is called the oral de- 
partment, under the care of Miss 
Catherine King, a lady who fulfills 
the requirements well. In this de- 
partment little tots, that show 
evidence of being able to us<! their 
vocal organs, who can hear and yet 
have not learned to articulate 
.sr>unds, are taught to sjieak, or at 
least an earnest effort is ma<le to 
develop the articulating power. 

In all this work the guiding and 
controlling spirit is of c-ourse I'rof. 
Frank W. Metcalf, whose rejiuta- 
tion as an e<lucator in connection 
with the deaf and dumb school 
work is too well known xo need 
comment. To him is largely duo 
ihe attention which the State is now 
paying to this work, and the extent 
of the apprcjpriations which have 
enabled the work to be carried 
along so successfully and with such 
bright prospects for the future. 
Prof. Mctcalf's whole soul is in the 
sf^hool and its advancement, and 
lie leaves no stone unturned that 
will be of advantage to the work. 
Under his direction the various de- 
partments of the institution move 
ilong harmoniously anfl smoothl}', 
:tii<l the educational and industrial 
progress of the pupils is something 
remarkable. Although the school 
is in its infancy, the State of Uafh 
ean well be yjroud of it. A few 
years of irrowth will make it one of 
the leading institutions of its kind 
in the whole country.

Take an oblong 
vial of the (dearest of glass, put 
into it a jiiece of phosphorus about 
the size of a pea, pour upon this 
some pure olive oil, heated Uy the 
boiling point, the bottle is to be 
filled about one third full, then 
cork tightly. To use the light re- 
move the cork, allow the air t«> en- 
ter, then recork. The whole em[)ty 
space in the bottle will then bc- 
'•orne luminous, and the light ob- 
tained will be a goorl one. As 
s(Min as the light becomes <lim its 
power can be in<!reased by opening 
the bottle and allowing a fresh nup- 
ply of air to enter.
